I beiieve that patriotic pro- 
gressive Republicans arc at this time under the high- 
est moral obligation to contest ever}' foot of the ground 
i:i every state in the Union for representation in the 
Chicago Convention. And I believe that the principles 
of real progressive Republicans,—the great, upstand- 
ing principles vital to fundamental! democracy,—will 
lind the truest expression, the widest and most uncom- 
promising representation, in the progressive Repub- 
lican delegation which Wisconsin will elect to the Chi- 
cago Convention on the 4th day of next April. 


"It may be that the Wisconsin platform and the 


Wisconsin candidate will be voted down as at the two 
previous conventions, bul now as then Wisconsin will 
keep the progressive fire burning on the altar of our 
cause, a beacon light to all the country, their everlast- 
ing pledge tiial there can be no surrender and no com- 
promise until the Wisconsin way is made the national 
way." 
The Wisconsin candidate and the Wisconsin platform were 


voted down in the last Republican convention at Chicago, just as 
in 190S and 1912. But the principles d-esJared in that candidacy 
by the platform presented on the Sth day of June, 1916. will be 
vindicated by history, as were the candidacies and the platforms 
presented by Wisconsin in 190S and in 1912. 


The Wisconsin platform of this year will be found printed 


on another page of this issue of LA FOLLSTTE'S. 


It was not presented to the Committee on Resolutions by 


the reprs,-.en!atives of the Wisconsin delegation as covering all 
of the subjects which should be dealt* with by the convention. 
Neither was it presented as the most comprehensive and per- 
fect treatment which could be offered upon .the subjects 'intro- 
duced. But it presented propi^sals of great importance which it 
was believed should be offered at that -time and which would 
commend themselves to the wisdom and the patriotism of Re- 
publicans who ought to be ready to take the next forward step 
in progressive legislation. 


It is a plain, honest, frank declaration upon every subject 


wilh which it deals. It is more than that. IT IS AN EXPRES-

Without going into specific detail with respect to these 


propositions which were characterized in 1908 as "socialism" 
and in-1912 were not accorded the courtesy of a record vote, it 
would be well not only for Progressives but for Standpatters as 
well to have in mind an outline of these promises, and of the ac- 
tion of Congress upon the legislation to which the minority 
sought lo commit t;he party.
